A PACKMAN'S NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
BEING MURDERED. 


A TfciflH f Sto ry o f Early Life in Sparsely 
Hew Mex lo o —Father and So n 
Wiv es All To o k a Hand la 
the Death o f Trav elers. 


Campbell Hardy , a jeweler from Bo s­ 
to n, when in his apartments at the hotel, 
related so me of the experiences 
he had 
when in Hew Mexico ten y ears ago. Mr. 
Hardy made the money that gave him a 
start in life when a pack man. 
He trav­ 
eled thro ug h all the western states, but 
th» aw» t . ex rdting time he had, he say s, 
was in New Mex ico . 
•One day , when much fatigued and 
hung ry , 1 Sto pped 
for dinner at what ap­ 
peared to be a pioneer's cabin,” he began. 
“ The ho use was miles from any other 
habitatio n. I had about $800 worth of 
sto ck and $1,200 in money . 
When I en­ 
tered the ho use I found the occupants to 
be-a man o f about 60, his 25-y ear-old son 
and two wo men. The appearance of the 
o ld man caused me to m istrust him, and 
I heartfly wished I had not visited the 
place two minutes after I entered it. 
“Of course the men 
and women want­ 
ed to see what I had for sale, and the 
wo men purchased 
about $3 worth 
of 
g o o ds. The old 
man, whose name 
was 
Mo o dy , 
was particular to ask me whom 
I had last seen, and to learn whether or 
no t I had any friends in the country . 
Afterward I found out he 
wished to learn 
if I would be missed if he made away 
with me. 
IN A STRANGE HOUSE. 
“Just before I sat down to dinner I 
happened 
to look outof 
the window, and 
I saw his son go into 
the barn with a 
shotgun in 
his hand. His stealthy man­ 
ner put me on my guard, and I took good 
care that my gun was within reaching 
distance. I cannot say I enjoy ed the 
meal. I quick ly swallowed a cup of 
coffee, took a few mouthfuls of bread 
and slipped what I could into my pock et. 
Then I prepared to leave. 
** ‘But y ou must see the blooded stock 
I have 
before y ou go,’ said Moody . 
‘Probably I can trade one of the animals 
for a silver watch.’ 
“But I k new if I ever went into that 
barn I would never come out of it alive, 
so I made some weak excuse and started 
down the road, k eeping a sharp look out 
from behind. 
The old man was much 
enraged at my hot falling into the trap, 
and just as 1 stepped out of view I saw 
him enter the barn. 
I determined to 
watch, and went into a grove a little 
farther down the road, and I stood where 
I could see what was going on at the 
barn. I saw Moody and his son come 
out, each armed with a rifle 
“They walk ed into the woods not far 
from where 1 was hid, evidently mean­ 
ing to 
head me off farther down the 
road. 
I am certain they meant to lay in 
ambush for me and shoot me down as I 
passed. 
But I made up my mind to fool 
them, and, instead of going the way I 
intended, went in the opposite direction, 
poaang the house in the woods so the 
women would not see me. 
I k ept close 
to the road, 
and when about half a mile 
from Moody ’s I saw two trappers walk ­ 
ing in my direction. 
“They look ed lik e honest fellows, and 
I confided my suspicions to them. 
The 
first comment one of the men made was, 
1 aPway s believed that old wretch was a 
murderer.’ 
As I was not in search of 
adventure I declined to return to Moody ’s 
house, 
and in the trappers’ presence de­ 
manded an explanation. 
SUMMARY PUNISHMENT. 
“AH I ask ed was their protection for 
a mile or two. 
For an old silver watch 
they consented to accompany me, and 
we started. 
I did not suspect Moody or 
his son were within a mile of me, but 
when I snddenly walk ed out from a lit­ 
tle clump of trees a bullet went whizzing 
past me and lodged in the trunk of a 
hick ory . I jumped back into a thick et 
of underbrush 
and was almost scared to 
death. 
1 got out my revolver, however, 
and prepared to defend my self. 
“ I lay there about five minutes. 
Sud­ 
denly there was another loud report, not 
far from me. 
The shot was immediately 
followed by another, and then I hoard 
o ne o f the trappers, who had tak en up 
Positions near me as soon as the first 
shot 
was fired, say , ‘I think they are 
done for.’ 
“My trapper friends called me from 
my hiding place, and ly ing behind a 
fallen tree were the bodies of Moody and 
his son. The old man was shot through 
the temple when he was look ing over the 
log for me, and the son’s back was brok ­ 
en, he having started to run away after 
his father was k illed. 
The bullet passed 
through his stomach. 
Both men were 
dead when we reached them. 
We then 
returned to the house, but finding it 


Ktalv e« Ex chang ed 4 0 0 Year* B efo n 
His Father* » Birth Dag Up. 
The Smithsonian institution 
hu re­ 
ceived information of the discovery at 
TeU-cl-Amaria, in upper Egy pt, of a 
number of tablets relating to the history 
of Jerusalem, and dating back 600 y ears 
earlier than any records hitherto k nown. 
When it is understood that these tablets 
of stone are letters passed between the 
k ing of Jerusalem and the Pharaoh of 
Egy pt 400 y ears before the birth of Da­ 
vid, who was the father of Solomon, 
some notion will be formed of their ex­ 
treme interest. 
These letters were w rit­ 
ten, so Dr. Cy rus Adler told a W ashing­ 
ton reporter, about the y ear 1500 B. C. 
and cast a great light upon the relations 
of Egy pt at that ancient epoch. This, of 
course, was long before Jerusalem was 
captured by the Jews. 
A t that time Palestine was a federa­ 
tion of independent cities, each of which, 
lik e Jerusalem, was governed by a “pre­ 
fect*—this word meaning literally “ k ing 
of a city .” 
Nevertheless, these towns 
paid a tribute to Pharaoh, and it was in 
relation to this tribute that several of 
the letters found were addressed to the 
ruler of Egy pt by the k ing of Jerusalem, 
Abdi-Taba. 
In them he tries to explain, 
frith due respect, that he occupies a 
more independent position than the 
other prefects, and onght to be treated 
accordingly . 
For example, in one mis­ 
sive he say s: 
“Behold, this city of Jerusalem neither 
my father nor my mother has given 
unto me, but the dk ll of a mighty k ing.” 
This refers to the ancient custom in 
Palestine, by which rulers were some­ 
times chosen in consequence of a sup­ 
posed divine call and without any refer­ 
ence to hereditary law. Having been 
summoned to his tlirone by the Deity , 
Abdi-Taba argued that he should be 
treated more leniently with regard to 
tribute. 
In another of the letters he 
say s:— 
“ Behold, neither my father nor my 
mother has appointed me in this place, 
but the call of the mighty k ing has made 
me enter into the house of my fathers.” 
That the “mighty k ing” spok en of was 
the Deity is proven hy the fact that to 
him as authority is referred an oracle in­ 
scribed upon another tablet, which say s 
that “as long as a ship sails upon'the 
sea so long will Mesopotamia and Baby ­ 
lonia conquer.” 
The chief aim of the three other letters 
written by Abdi-Taba is to ask the Pha­ 
raoh for military aid against foreign con­ 
querors invading Palestine, and especial­ 
ly the district of Jerusalem. These war­ 
lik e strangers he calls people of Habiri 
-—in other words, they were Hebrews. 
It seems hardly probable that the He­ 
brews as a nation should have invaded 
Palestine at so early a date, and so it is 
lik ely that these were some advanced 
tribes of Israel which settled down west 
of the Jordan and made incursions from 
time to time. 
In one of the letters on 
this subject Abdi-Taba say s: 
“ The Habiri people are conquering the 
cities of the k ing”—i. e.. the cities tribu­ 
tary to the Pharaoh—“therefore the k ing 
may turn his face to his subjects and 
send troops. 
If the troops arrive this 
y ear the countries of the k ing, my lord, 
may be saved, but if no troops arrive the 
countries of the k ing, my lord, will exist 
no longer.” 
This tremendous “find” at Tell-el- 
Amaria includes 200 tablets, largely of 
Baby lonian cuneiform script, which is 
thus discovered for the first time to have 
been in use at so early a period in Egy pt 
and Palestine. 
Many of the other tab­ 
lets are dispatches of about the same 
date from prefects of other cities of Pal­ 
estine to the Pharaoh. 
Some of the in­ 
scriptions are in an unk nown language, 
which no one has so far been able to 
translate. It is funny to think that Solo­ 
mon himself would have look ed upon 
these tablets as remote antiquities.— 
Washington Star.

W IT H O U T LOSS OF BLOOD. 


Tw« Captain* o f Um Same R« (imeRt At­ 
tempt to Settle a Sco re That Ling ered 
fro m Their West Po int Hay s—Of Co arse 
a Lady Was the Cause. 


P ow e r of P igeon* on tlio W ing. 
The power of pigeons on the wing is 
proverbial. All trained birds of ihis spe­ 
cies have two qualifications in a mark ed 
degree. 
The first is speed,» the second 
long and sustained powers of flight. 
This proposition can be amply demon­ 
strated, and the following is one of the 
most remark able records: On Oct. 6, 
1800, Sir John Ross dispatched a pair of 
y oung pigeons from Assistance Bay , a, 
little west of Wellington Sound, and on 
Oct. 13 a pigeon made its apjiearance at 
the dovecote in Ay rshire, Scotland, 
whence Sir John had the pair tak en out. 
The distance direct between the two 
places is 2,000 miles.—Cornhill Maga­ 
zine.

I wore 
a captain’s straps at that time and did 
the shouting for Company B. 
“ Thecaptain of Company D was named 
Henry Poor. Unk nown to me he detested 
me, and all because I once made a pun 
on his name while at West Point. Being 
a y onng man of stringent means he was 
mortally offended, but later seemed to 
have overlook ed an unintentional sally 
of wit that I got off at his expense among 
a group of fellow cadets. 
“ Well, when we got onr commissions 
the loaded dice of fate threw us tnith in 
the same regiment, and when the war 
brok e out we went to the front under the 
same colonel. As I said before, onr regi­ 
ment camped at Lexington, Mo., near 
Kansas City , or Westport, as it was 
k nown in those day s. 
Among the events 
that transpired during the two week s of 
our sojourn was a grand ball, given at 
the residence of a loy al northern woman, 
for Lexington, although a Missouri town, 
had great respect for the Confederate 
colore, and a great many of its citizens 
heartily sy mpathized with the southern 
cause. 
At the ball several of the officers 
of our regiment were invited—Poor and 
my self included. 
THE CHALLENGE. 
“ During the evening I placed my name 
on the programme of one of the Lexing­ 
ton belles, but when I called for the 
dance I was horrified at the discovery 
that my mime had been deliberately 
erased and that of Poor substituted, evi­ 
dently by himself. 
When Poor and the 
y oung lady started off amid the seductive 
strains of the orchestra my blood fairly 
boiled with indignation. 
Later in the 
evening I caught Capt. Poor in the gen­ 
tlemen’s dressing room alone. 
I slapped 
him roughly in the face, and told him 
just what I thought of him. 
He did not 
resent it there, but the next day I re­ 
ceived a challenge from him to fight a 
duel. 
“I had never fought a duel, and I hesi­ 
tated some time, but rather than be ac­ 
cused o£ cowardice I consented. 
The 
matter was placed in the hands of 
friends, and one bright moonlight night 
five dark figures sneak ed out of the camp 
and into a neighboring wood. 
The fifth 
figure was that of a doctor of Lexington, 
who had been let into the secret and con­ 
sented to act, in consideration of a big 
fee for his services. 
To every appear­ 
ance the duel was to be a tragi** one, al­ 
though I thought at one time I detected 
a slight smirk in the features of the sec­ 
onds, who were mutual friends of the 
d e term ined pri n ei pal s. 
“ ‘Measure off ten paces.’ commanded 
the doctor as he wiptxl a tiny stream of 
Missouri nicotine from his chin whisk ers. 
The doctor was to act as master of cere­ 
monies. 
The space was measured. 
“ ‘Bring on the weapons,’ was the 
next command. 
The seconds brought 
forth ail ominous look ing bundle care­ 
fully wrapped up in oilcloth* Capt. Poor 
shuddered. I was equally nervous. Ugh! 
the weapons were evidently wick ed sa­ 
bers, and it would be a duel from which 
neither principal would emerge alive. 
We took onr places ten paces apart and 
stood glaring at each other, patiently 
waiting for the supposed swords to be 
placed in our hands ready to pierce each 
other’s heart. 
THE RESULT. 
“ ‘Gentlemen, here are the weapons,’ 
exclaimed the doctor as two large base­ 
ball bats rolled out of the oilcloth. 
He 
advanced and placed one in the hands of 
each principal. 
‘Mind, gentlemen, y ou 
are not to violate the rule to k eep ten 
paces apart. 
Are y ou ready ?* 
“Capt. Poor and I gazed at each other. 
The seconds were doubled up on the 
ground in convulsions of laughter. Even

The houses of the farmers and th« 
country people differed then as now, ac­ 
cording to their rank and prosperity , 
and also according to the district they 
inhabited. 
The y eoman 
farmer, and 
even the well to do husbandman, dwelt 
in a solid house of brick or stone, tiled 
or slated, with a paved y ard separating 
it from the barn and outhouses, the dai­ 
ry , and cattle pens. The farm houst— 
which in England was alway s construct­ 
ed with a southern tisjnvt—as invariably 
faced the east in Aquitaine, while to the 
rear well opt*n to the west was a long 
tiled veranda, where in winter after­ 
noons the hemp pick ing, the wool card­ 
ing. etc., were done. 
Within the vast k itchen glowed in the 
light of the fire—almost as unextinguish- 
able as the vestal virgin's peat, coal and 
wood were each abundantly employ ed, 
and for a trifling rent, generally paid in 
k ind, the lord of the manor would j>er- 
rnit the fanners on his land to cut their 
turfs from his bog or their boughs from 
his forest. 
Fuel was not only actually 
but relatively cheaper in the middle 
ages than today , for the bogs were not 
dram ^l in those day s, the forest covered 
great expanses, and the cost of carnage 
made it almost impossible to transput t 
their produce. 
In almost every shire of 
France and England the supply of fuel 
was in excess of the demand. 
This hospitable fire flared tip a chim­ 
ney proportioned to its size, lighting the 
huge brick oven, the iron firedogs. the 
j bellows, shovel, gridiron, ladles, cal­ 
drons, saucepans, mortar, tin pails and 
other utensils that stood on the brack ets 
of the hearth, and irradiating the brass 
and copper pots, the metal candlestick s, 
the lamp, the lantern, the not unfrequent 
silver beak er, and the glass drink ing 
cups that were ranged on the chests and 
cupboards round the walls. 
Near this 
fire stood u high back ed settle, the mas­ 
ter's corner, and under the great mantle 
of the chimney narrower benches were 
set in the brick . 
Within easy reach of the hearth a deep 
oak chest held the logs for burning. 
It 
was generally matched by a handsome 
wedding chest with carved or painted 
front, long enough to contain a grown 
person full length, but more usually filled, 
it must be admitted, with the ltest clothes, 
the trink ets and the savings of the house­ 
hold. The registers of the chafcelet record 
no crime so common as the break ing open 
of such wedding chests; and it is surpris­ 
ing how many clasps of jewels, girdles 
o f pearls, golden headdresses and rings, 
and purses full of gold were stolen from 
quite humble households. 
Our fore­ 
fathers invested their capital in cups 
or trink ets of precious metal, pretty to 
look at, easy to hide, and readily con 
verted into cash when necessity demand 
ed a sacrifice.—Fortnightly Review.

A Sy nopsis of a L ecture by I’m franor 
M oras 
The A ntiquity of C ook ing —O rig­ 
inal M anner of A pply ing lle a t to M eat» 
am i V e ge ta b le s—F,« M)it<manx lin ts . 


Professor Morse gave his second loot 
ore on “ Primitive People” at Academy 
hall, and R|x» k e particularly of fireplaces 
ami stoves. 
In ojx'ning in* briefly re 
viewed his first lecture, mak ing spm ai 
reference to the fact that men and ani­ 
mals adapt themselves to their surround­ 
ings. 
Thus dog« and cat* in civilized 
homes eat corn and out meal, while cows 
in Iceland will eat salt ti; a as .a stemh 
diet, though neither of these animals 
would oat such food in the ordinary 
natural state. 
Proceeding to the subject in hand. 
Professor Morse cited the finding of 
bak ed cak es with the Egy ptian mum 
tides as evidence of the antiquity of 
cook ed food, and of the universal prim­ 
itive fashion among savage or primitive 
peoples of cook ing food in vessels resting 
on three rounded stones, which man 
very early found out were better than 
four. 
This method was employ ed by 
the North American Indians, the Esqui­ 
maux, the modern Finns, and even by 
the Irish in the Seventeenth century . 
Another method employ ed was the 
cook ing of meats in bask ets of water 
with hot stones. Some tril» es of the 
North American Indians cook ed corn, 
grasshoppers, and perhaps other delica- 
cies by placing them in clay lined bask ­ 
ets, with red hot coals, and shak ing the 
bask « *ts back and forth and blowing off 
the ashes and cinders till the contents 
were done to what the Indians probably 
considered a turn. 
ESQUIMAU HUTS. 
The k itchens of New Zealand and Cey ­ 
lon are but rough primitive forms of 
many that are seen in Germany and Eng­ 
land, except that in the former cases 
the fires are out of doors. 
English and 
German fireplaces are far behind the 
American stove and cook ing range, and 
are really survivals of prehistoric times 
though the hearths for the fires are raised 
and arrangements made for the escape of 
the smok e. 
¡Succeeding the period of placing pots 
<m three stones over the fire comes their 
MitHjMMiHum by some support, a familiar 
method being by means of three stick s 
fastened together at the top. 
The Esqui­ 
mau suspends his k ettle from the ceiling 
of his ice hut by means of cord or hide. 
Ami here the h'cturor departed from his 
subject to describe how the hut is built— 
rpirally , with block s of ice and of dome 
shape. 
The hut is lined with sk ins, so 
that what little o f the ice melts will not 
drop down on the occupants in the form 
of water. 
These huts are warmed by open crude 
oil lamps, in which is utoss saturated 
with oil, and over them are suspended 
the k ettles. 
The oil com« « from the 
blubber of the whale, seal and similar 
animals, and is obtained by the women 
and children, whoso priticii» al business it 
is in the winter time to chew blubber to 
get the oil. 
Under the hut there is usu­ 
al ly a largo supply of blubb« » r stored for 
winter it^. 
Professor Morse describes the stoves 
of China and Jupau, ami showed two 
pattern* of what appeared tola* earthen­ 
ware portable stoves, about the size of 
bean pots. Other stoves are rough clay 
or brick affairs, with openings for wood 
and vary ing immlters of holes on top for 
the accommodation of cook ing utensils, 
and none have arrange men to for the di­ 
rect « *w;ipn of the smok o out of doors. 
ICAltLY METHODS OF OICTTLNO FIRE. 
Some of these eastern stoves have 
shrines o r sy mbols o v er the fireplaces to 
k eep out evil spirits, and in some of them 
a light 
ih k« *pt burning, or a little food 
o r so me other trifle placed by way of in­ 
v o king the cure of 
so me goo« l spirit over 
the f*xxl that is t o be cook ed. 
In closing, tins lecturer had something 
to say about primitive mode* of creating 
ur.d preserving fire, followed by some in- 
tere. ting *xj>eri merits with crude appli­ 
ances. 
The origin of fire is not k nown. 
I nor its first discoverer, but the « liscovery 
must have been followed by a tremendous 
st ride of advancement by the human race. 
Probably lire was first used as a religious 
rite, and by many savage nations it lias 
ts-en worship» *« ! us a god; after that it 
wa* probably used for cook ing, and then 
for other purjKMges. 
.Some jieopie never learned the art of 
mak ing fire, but took good care never to 
be without it. Emin Pasha, whose rescue 
irom the heart of Africa Stanley sought, 
vouch« *» for wondrous tales in that region 
to the effect that in some sections of Cen­ 
tral Africa hands of eliimpanzees occa­ 
sionally raid the native villages with 
lighted torch**. 
Pre lessor Morse illustrated three meth­ 
ods oi starting tires—one by rubbing a 
pi* r e of bamboo with a sharp edged 
stick ; another by rubbing a stick in a 
groove on a piece of wood, and a third 
by means <»f a firo drill. 
None of them 
methods brings a direct 
b la ze , but will 
produce a spark from which a fire may 
be brought by coaxing with tinder. Th« * 
lire drill was the most successful of the 
* . j* rinu ills on this occasion, and w as a<> 
cotnputtied by considerable smok e, but 
mi lire. 
Th« » drill is a simple arrange­ 
ment of wood and cord, by which a stick 
is k ept rapidly revolving on a piece of 
wotxl, and in a fraction of a minute cre­ 
ates smok e and spark s,—Salem Gazette.

The ten t is tisn ally staked down , with 
a sh allow gutter dug roun d it to carry 
off th e rain water, wh ich Would oth er­ 
wise flood its in terior, an d, begin n in g in 
th e early autumn , a fire is built in th e 
cen ter of th e earth floor, which is sel­ 
dom allowed b> go out. 
Overhead and 
h an gin g in lin es suspen ded from the 
can vas are th e rifles an d oth er weap­ 
on s of th e family, an d th e floor is cov­ 
ered with about six in ch es of dead grass 
or h ay, wh ich in time is trodden down 
an d pressed in to a fair an d tolerably 
soft mattress. Wrapped up in h is blan ket, 
wi(b his head resting on his saddle for 
a pillow, th e Indian sleeps th rough th e 
n igh t, depen din g somewh at on th e 
fire 
to keep h im from freezin g in extremely 
cold weath er. 
LIKE IN A TEPEE. 
In dry weath er th e ven tilator at th e 
apex of th e ten t may bo kept open , bn t 
durin g storms, wh en it is closed, th e at­ 
mosph ere of th e ten t is stiflin g an d reek­ 
in g with th e odor at th e un wash ed fam­ 
ily an d of th e man y damp an d badly 
cured furs which every buck 
accumu­ 
lates. 
Far from the agencies th e In ­ 
dian s lay in a small stock of flour, coffee 
and sugar sufficien t to tie used sparin gly 
th rough th e win ter, wh ich , with h is 
frozen beef or an telope meat, con stitutes 
h is bill of fare. 
in a tent ten feet in diameter, a buck, 
two squaws an d five or six small ch ildren 
pass the win ter months, an d con siderin g 
their uncleanly habits, it is 
n ot difficult 
bi imagin e tin* condition of the h abita­ 
tion in the spring. 
They th emselves 
probably appreciate this, because rath er 
th an clean up they simply move th eir 
tent to some clean spot. 
With a little flour, water and salt th e 
squaws make a thick paste, wh ich is 
first cooked ou hot stones until it be­ 
comes stiff, and then each cake is furth er 
cooked by standing it on its edge with 
its flat surface exposed to the flames 
until it is thoroughly baked in to quite 
palatable bread. 
Their meat 
is fried in 
its own fat or roasted on a spit stuck in 
th e ground, while a small child keeps it 
turning to equalize th© roasting. 
Th e 
bread cakes serves as plates, while their 
fingers are both knives and forks, so th e 
Indian has no dish washing process to 
go through with, for wher\ the meal is 
finished he eats his plate and licks off h is 
knives and forks with his tongue. 


M AK IN G LEGGINS. 
The hunting of deer in the Rocky 
mountains has driven them north into 
British America, and in a few more 
years our Indians will have no more 
buckskins for leggins and moccasins. 
Only the skin of the heavy hided 
deer 
can bo used, that of the antelope and 
white tailed varieties being too tender 
for long service. 
The Apaches make 
their moccasins and leggins in one piece, 
in the style of hunting boots, while most 
of the Indians to the north wear slippers 
and leggins. 
Whenever a deer is killed 
and cut up the bladder is carefully cut 
away, cleaned, and filled with the brain 
of the animal, an 1 the little bag is most 
carefully guarded 
until a stream is 
reached, where the hide may bo cured. 
The entire skin is then put into run­ 
ning water, and weighted down witb 
stones. 
In four or five hours the soak­ 
ing has swelled it and loosened the hair 
at the roots, when it is taken out and 
stretched on a frame, while the owner, 
with the aid of a cleaned rib of the ani­ 
mal, scra|K‘s it down until all the hair is 
rubbed off, very much in t he same man­ 
ner aw overheated horses are scraped to 
remove the foam and sweat. 
The skin 
is then pulle d and stretched for three or 
four hours, and, at the same time, oiled 
with the brain until it is perfectly dry, 
soft and pliable, when it is ready for 
use. 
When a tan color is d« *sired it is 
soaked in an infusion of red bark. 
The 
aoleof the moccasin is always made of the 
raw hide of l**et cattle ami sewed to the 
iqqior with the sinews of thod<*er’s tendon 
uchilles.

Tho ugh the bath is co injio sed o f peat o r 
mo o r earth to which eno ugh water h;is 
been added to make a thick paste o f the 
mass, yet the peat is different fro m that 
which is extracted fro m a bo g in Ireland 
o r Sco tland. 
In bo th Ireland and Sco tland the peat 
is used as fuel; at Franzensbad tbo min­ 
eralized peat will no t serve such a pur­ 
po se. 
The bo g fro m which it is extract­ 
ed has Imm u saturated thro ugho ut co unt­ 
less ages with mineral water, and the 
pro duct is a stro ng chemical co mpo und. 
Thus a mo o r bath is a mineral bath in 
a 
co ncentrated fo rm, and effects are pro 
dueed upo n the system by taking a 
co urse o f these baths which canno t be 
pro duced, acco rding to experts, by any 
mineral water.—Blackwo o d's Magazine.

It was sho wn that this questio n co uld no t 
fairly be made an issue at the co ming elec­ 
tio n, because it wo uld no t be affected in 
any way by re-inco rpo ratio n. 
The co un­ 
cil since 18 8 4 has po ssessed every pa rticle 
o f po wer to levy such assessments to make 
lo cal impro vements, that is co nta ined in 
the general law. 
The special a ssessment 
article o f the genera l co rpo ratio n law 
pro vides, in its clo sing sectio n, that the 
co uncil o f any city o perating under a 
special charter may, by a mere o rdinance, 
ado pt the pro visio ns o f this special a ssess­ 
ment article witho ut ado pting the who le 
act, ami may thereupo n exercises all the 
po wers o f tha t article. 
The supreme 
co urt has repeatedly decided that such an 
o rdina nce o f ado ptio n wa s valid. 
The 
co uncil o f this city ha ving enacted such 
an o rdina nce in 18 8 4, it no w had precise­ 
ly that same po wer to levy special a ssess­ 
ments to the extent o f actual benefit co n­ 
ferred, as it wo uld ha ve under the general 
law. 
If the co uncil sa w fit it co uld at 
any time levy these assessments, whether 
the city re-inco rpo rated o r no t. 
But it 
was sho wn by an illustratio n o f the prac­ 
tical wo rkings o f the special assessment 
law that it was to o co mplica ted and un­ 
wieldy and required much to o lo ng a time 
to co mplete pro ceedings under it, to make 
its use in a small city like this a nything 
mo re than a remo te po ssibility. 
Mr. W ingert next ca lled attentio n to a 
statute passed in 18 7 5 co ncerning the 
building o f sido wulks o nly by special ta x­ 
atio n, which wa s much different fro m 
special a ssessment, and presented a sim. 
pie, ea sy, chea p and expeditio us metho d 
o f building sidewa lks and co m pelling the 
abutting pro perty to pay fo r the entire 
co st o f the impro vement. 
If the co uncil 
ever had desired to build wa lks, except in 
the present way o f pa yment o ut o f the 
general tax, it wo uld certa inly ha ve cho sen 
this metho d as being immensely superio r 
to the special a ssessment sta tute which 
was entirely independent o f the general 
law, and if the co uncil bad ever desired 
to use any metho d o f “ o ppressing the 
pro perty ho lder" it co uld ha ve ma de use 
o f this statute, and the fa ct that it had 
no t used this po wer, which they undo ubt­ 
edly had, sho wed ho w well co uncilmen 
are restrained by po pular o pinio n in this 
city, 
Mr. Wingert’s speech wa s exha us­ 
tive and able as to ma tters he underto o k 
to discuss, o r expla in. 
J . C. Ayres wa s next called. 
He had 
been requested to speak un the o cca sio n 
fo r the reaso n that he has fo r many yea rs 
been familiar with municipa l affairs; es 
pcrially all matters pertaining to the fi­ 
nances o f the city. 
He ga ve an interest­ 
ing histo ry o f the peculiar w a ys o f city 
co uncils—in fo rmer days, 
o f 
co urse. 
Ho w they wo uld ma ke the required an 
nuai reports a week or tw o befo re élec­ 
tio n and ho ld back bills a ga inst the city 
to be paid and a cco unted fo r by the in­ 
co ming a dministra tio n. 
IIis remarks had 
running thro ugh them a rich vein o f 
humo r; and a ca rcasm wo rthy o f a Mark 
Twa in. 
Mr. Ayres said that there wo uld 
be no cha nge under a new charter in the 
tax rate 1 nut, which is no w two per cent 
under 
the charter. 
The city ca nno t, 
furthermo re, incur an additio nal debt o n 
acco unt o f the five per cent limit under 
the co nstitutio n w hich ha s been actua lly 
passed by the river bridge indebtedness 
o f seven'.v-five tho usa nd do llars. 
The 
o bjectio n he had h» the present charter 


was that in many matters even tin pro ­ 
verbial Phila delphia la wyer co uld 
no t 
unravel the kno tty questio n which It 
bro ught in co nfiiet with state law. 
A® to the matters o f assessments and 
expenses he did no t kno w that we wo uld 
be deprived o f any sa fegua rds in cha nging 
fro m the o ld to a new charter. T he ga in 
wo uld be felt in the benefit o f decisio ns 
o f the co urts o n all do ubtful questio ns, 
while no w we ha ve o nly the o pinio ns o f 
individua l la wyers. 
A. ( ’. Warner was called and ma de a 
sharp, clear and lo gical speech. 
He wa s 
glad to sec so ma ny in attendance. 
It is 
go o d to co me to gether and talk o ver ma t­ 
ters. 
He did no t believe that there wo uld 
be necessarily any increase o f ta xatio n 
under the new charter. 
W o uld bu no 
cha nge in sidewa lk a ssessments and the 
co uncil will ha ve no additio nal po wers. 
The speaker expla ined clea rly ho w the 
seventy five tho usand do llar bridge bo nds, 
o f which there is seventy tho usa nd still 
unpaid, prevented an increa se o f indeb- 
edness. 
The benefits o f the pro po sed 
cha nge were that we wo uld dro p a cha rt­ 
er that has many pro visio ns that are o bso ­ 
lete; have been repealed by the co nstitu­ 
tio n and 8 tato la ws, and a do pt la ws in 
fo rce ail o ver the State. 
He ca lled a tten­ 
tio n to ma ny provisions o f the present 
charter that had been repealed by the 
State autho rities. More would be repeal­ 
ed as time passes and constant mis under­ 
standing and trouble result. 
The time 
would soon come w hen we would be c o m ­ 
pelled to abandon the present charter. 
M a j o r Noble was called and ex plained 
why an election was ordered that the 
people may give an ex pression concerning 
m e proposed change. 
He had met g en ­ 
tlemen from neighboring cities who were 
pleased with the change from old to new. 
F o rm e r city officials had suggested the 
change here, and the present members of 
the council were all in favor of an elec­ 
tion. 
T he may or was no mo re interested 
than other citizens and only ho ped that the 
best interest of all wo uld be carried o ut. 
Had correspondence with mayo rs of the 
neighboring cities o f Galesburg, Mendo- 
ta, Freepo rt, Elgin, Hock Island, Sterling 
and Hoekford. 
All the answers to his 
letters bro ught replies favo rable to Hi 
State law. 
The letters were read. 
He 
had endea vo red to learn all he co uld upo n 
the subject. 
Geo rge L, Schuler w anted to kuo w if 
» Ifieers under new law co uld draw salary. 


It was expla ined by City Atto rney W ing­ 
ert tha t the limit fo r elderro en w a s three 
do llar* per m eeting and they co uld no t 
meet every night. 
The number o f spe­ 
cial meetings must be limited 
N o ma yo r 
wo uld pro bably accept a salary 
Mr. Ayres to o k the gro und tha t alder, 
men sho uld be paid fo r time speni in the 
interest o f the city. 
He said tha t under 
the new law the city wo uld ha ve a rev. 
enue o f so me eight hundred do llars fm m 
insura nce co mpa nies that it can no t new 
receive. 
T he state law gives cities two 
per cent o f all premiums. 
Pay aldermen 
as a matter o f eco no my. 
N o mecha nic 
w ho 
understo o d building bridges, 
cul­ 
verts, fidewa lks, etc , wo uld serve w ith­ 
o ut pay and therefo re the city is deprived 
o f their go o d judgment. 
Ho n. J o seph Crawfo rd tho ught that the 
fact that the cha nge wo uld ma ke an ad- 
dito na l ward wa s an o bjectio n. 
He was 
also o ppo sed to the electio n by the peo ­ 
ple o f a city clerk, treasurer and atto rney, 
as wo uld be required under the sta te law. 
Pro f J . L. Ha rtwell made a few so und 
rema rks o n the cha nges to be ma de in 
city o fficials by the pro po sed cha nge. 
T he city a tto rney suggested tha t there 
might be a ppo inted under the new law 
co llecto rs and co ntro llers.in the dcscritio n 
o f the co uncil. 
Mr. H. wa s o ppo sed to 
the 
electio n 
o f 
atto rneys, 
etc. 
As 
to the letters fro m o ther cities; it might 
be suggested that they did no t ha ve so 
go o d a charter as Dixo n, 


Geo rge L. Schuler wa s called. 
H e did 
no t co me to talk, but to listen. 
If there 
ha d been any argument in fa vo r o f a 
cha nge in the charter he had failed to see 
it 
Mayo rs and citizens o f o ther cities 
had been plea sed with the Sta te law: 
“ Ain't w e sa tisfied with the o ld cha rter:'’ 
T he o nly a rgument here a dva nced fo r a 
cha nge wa s by Mr. Ayres, who said that 
we had better pay the aldermen as any o f 
us m ight ho ld that o ffice so me da y. 
The 
pro po sitio n o f pa ying an extra o ne tho us­ 
and do llars to the city o fficers and re­ 
ceiving eight hundred fro m insura nce 
co m pa nies left a balance a ga inst us and 
it wa s no t go o d financiering. 
He wa s 
satisfied with present affairs. 
Ha d we 
no t the best ma yo r we ever had. 
H e d id 
no t believe we co uld get better aldermen 
under a new la w . 
J . F. Pa lmer ga ve his views in a clear 
and decided manner. 
He had lo o ked o ver 
the matter and 
was 
o ppo sed to 
any 
cha nge. 
He co uld no t sec any benefits 
o ver the present charter to justify pro 
po sed cha nge. 
Ta king the charter as it 
is w ith such o f the State law as wanted, it 


is very go o d. 
. 
The electio n o f the three o fficers was 
o bjectio na ble. 
Cities that elect clerks 
and a tto rneys are liable to ha ve inco m pe­ 
tent serva nts. 
Dixo n never had a po o r 
city clerk. 
The charter is o ld but go o d. 
Wm. D Ba rge made a sho rt speech but 
ha d that in it w hich ma de it wo rthy o f 
the a ppla use. 
There were rea so ns w hy 
o ther cities had o rga nized under the gen ­ 
eral 
law. 
Mendo ta cha nged beca use 
there wa s a co ntest between the ma yo r 
and marshal, as to po wer 
o f 
each. 
Auro ra and Elgin cha nged in o rder to in­ 
crease the tax levy and build wa ter 
wo rks. 
Sterling cha nged beca use the 
cha nge increa sed the tax rate 
Since the 
cha nge in Ho ekfo rd and Freepo rt, streets 
are pa ved and sidewa lks are npule, Ify 
special a ssessment. 
Sterling builds its sewers and sidewa lks 
by special a ssessments. 
Ca Halle, i eru, 
Fulto n, Galena. Harvard and W o o dsto ck 
were wo rking under o ld cha rters, so it 
will be seen that Dixo n is no t alo ne in 


this o ld charter business. 
Ex Alderman J o rdan desired that so m e 
o ne sta te the essentia l po ints—the gist o f 
the muFo r'in the co ntest. 
The Chair suggested that a co mmittee 
o f five be a ppo inted to repo rt to an a d­ 
jo urned meeting, but when a vo te was 
taken it was hard to tell ho w it sto o d be­ 
fo re 11 ic ho use, as to a no ther meeting.
